Some one came to see her mates—sometimes 
it was a Sister, a mother or a brother of the 
patient—but always there»-was seme: one to 
call for them and talk to them. 

“Why didn't some one call for Lora EDng- 
lish,"’ she asked herself.

Two weeks ago in answer to the ques- 
tion of a visitor Dora told her sorrow in 
one pitiful sentence. “‘No one ever asks 
for me,"’ the child said.

ANY MOOSE. KILLED 


THE HUNTING SEASON IS NOW ON 
IN MAINE. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KINEO, Moosehead Lake, Me., Nov. 9.— 
The moose-hunting season is yet scarcely 
two weeks old, but the results have been 
most satisfactory. A number of the hunt- 
ers who went in from here early in order 
to be on hand for the very first hunting 
are out, and without an exception they 
have brought with them the trophies they 
sought. The moose-hunting in the West 
Branch territory, reached through this 
point, was never better, and every san- 
guine prediction concerning it is being 
fulfilled.

with any territory in the state. Mr. and 


are back after six weeks in camp in the 
vicinity of Chesuncook Lake, bringing with 
them two very fine mooseheads, and are 
thoroughly enthusiastic over camping, ca- 
noeing and hunting. 

Monday's phipments through Bangor were 
the largest known in the history of hunt- 
ing, with the exception of Oct. 26, 1899, 
and the figure was very close to this un- 
precedented record. One hundred and thir- 
ty-one deer and seven moose was the show- 
ing, against 133 deer and 16 moose for 1899. 

Last week’s shipment records also were 
record-breakers.

JANE TOPPAN WILL PLEAD 


WHEN PLACED ON TRIAL FOR MANY MURDERS 


INSANITY AS A DEFENSE 


Her Case Postponed by the 
Prosecution. 


TESTIMONY IS HARD TO GET 


FIRST REAL EVIDENCE DiSCOV- 
ERED YESTERDAY. 


She Is a Remarkable Woman and Does 
Not Look Like a Murderess—Strange 
Story of Her Life and Family, 
Which Bears the Taint of 
Insanity. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BARNSTABLE, ss., Nov. 9.—The pre- 
liminary hearing in the case of Jane Top- 
pan, which was continued yesterday until 
Nov. 14, will probably be again continued 
in order to give the state an opportunity 


to gather further evidence to sustain the 
charge of murdering Mrs. Mary D. Gibbs 
at Calumet, Aug. 13. This is the specific 
charge upon which she is now held, but 
the state expects to be able to prove that 
she is responsible for many other deaths. 

It has been decided by Miss Toppan’s at- 
a. to put up a plea of insanity when 
she shall come to face a jury, as there is 
insanity in the family. 

Miss Toppan is a trained nurse, and for 
more than a decade has eome and gone 
in Cape Cod homes in times of sickness. 
She is a middle-aged woman, stout and 
jolly, with a genial smile and a friengy 
manner that made friends for ‘her on 
every side. 

But of late it has been told that wherever 
she went sudden and unexpected death 
went also. Suspicion was aroused, and 
when in the brief space of six weeks an 
entire family, whom she attended, all died 
suddenly and mysteriously, the shadow 
of suspicion deepened into the black charge 
of murder, under which Miss Toppan now 
rests. 

For two months she has been followed 
and shadowed by detectives, and as a re- 
sult of their investigation she was arrested 
and brought to the jail. She has since 
ee indicted by the grandjury on one 
count. 


Attorney Declares 
She Is Innocent. 


James Stuart Murphy, Jane Toppan's at- 
torney, says: 
“She is undoubtedly innocent. I have 


known Jennie Toppen since her girlhood 
and her character is and always has been 
above reproach in Lowell, in the city she 
has lived practically all her life. 

“She has always been considered by all 
who knew her as a remarkably bright 
woman, as well as one of the purest and 
kindest, I am more asto 
teli at the statements which seem to be 
made at every hand reflecting on her char- 
acter, as well as distorting facts in the 
case. 

“Il feel sure of her innocence.” 

It has been c'aimed that Jane Toppan 
recently made two attempts at suicide. 

Thie has been denied and explained by 
the statement that the illness was due to 
natural causes. 

The opinion of Dr. F. W. Chadbourne is 
interesting. He will be a witness for the 
prosecution on account of his having at- 

fed fane Teovae dvring her illness in 
the Lowell hospital the first part of October 
and just prior to her arrest. 

“I watched her vory ¢closely,”’ said Dr. 
Chadbourne, “but failed to find evidences 
of insanity. She was suffering from 
nervousness and I gave her the usual treat- 
ment for such a condition. I did all I could 
to prevent her from worrying. Her mind 
was apparently unaffected.’

Early in July Mrs. Davis went to Cam- 
bridge to visit Miss Toppan, with whoni 
she was intimate. She was taken sick and

JANE TOPPAN’S ONLY LOVE 
AFFAIR AND HER DREAMS. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOWELL, Mass., Nov. 9.—Jane Toppan 
had one love affair, and only one, so far 
as anyone knows. About 20 years ago a 
young man named Charlies May came to 
Lowell. Soon after he and Jennie Toppan 
became engaged, but before the engage- 
ment bad existed long he went to Holyoke 
to accept a better position. He had not 
been there long before he married one of 
the daughters of the widow with whom he 
boarded. The engagement ring which he 
gave Jennie Toppan had a bird engraved 
on it, and her grief was-so great that at 
that time she formed a prejudice against 
birds, whether alive, dead or represented 
by printing, engraving, carving or the art 
of the jeweler, that has never left her. 

None of her friends were impressed with 
the fact that she was superstitious, al- 
though the episode of the bird on the ring 
would tend to prove that such was the case, 
and this is further emphasized by the dis- 
covery that she owned a dream book, in 
which she took so much interest that she 
was wont to copy its contents, writing out 
the ‘‘good’’ and “‘bad"’ days from a dream- 
er’s standpoint.

It was the coincidence of the missing 
money as well as the mysterious deaths, 
that first aroused suspicion.

After Jane Toppan studied and became a 
trained nurse she still visited the family, 
but of late each visit had become the sig- 
nal of a catastrophe.’ While she was there 
in 1899 Mrs. Toppan’s daughter, Mrs. Brig- 
ham, died. The following January Flor- 
ence M. Calkins, the housekeeper, died sud- 


denly at the house. 

In August tast Mrs. Edward Bannister, 
Mr. Brigham’s sister, while on a visit to 
her brother, was taken iil. Jane Toppan 
was still the nursc, and Mrs. Bannister 
died within a few days. Then Brigham 
himself was seized with violent illness. 
He, however, recovered. 

Miss Toppan also, it is alleged, tried to 
extort sums of money from the Brighams, 
representing on one occasion that she had 
bought the Davis cottage at Cataumet, 
which was untrue. She always received a 
good income from her profession, but no 
one ever knew what she did with the 
money. 

It is, however, upon the report of Prof. 
Woods that arsenic in large quantities was 
found in the viscera taken from the bodies

BEING INVESTIGATED BY PATH- 
OLOGISTS. 


THE TROUBLE NOW OVERCOME’ 


A Variety Which Shows Itself Prac- 
tically Immune Has Been Se- 
cured by the Government. 


CHARLESTON, 8 C., Nov. 9.—W. A. Or- 
ton, assistant pathologist in the department 
of agriculture at Washington, has just 
completed field experiments with the cotton 
wilt disease, known also in South Caro- 
lina as “blight’’ and in other places as 


“black heart.’’ 

Mr. Orton has studied this disease in the 
sea island cotton for three years. It was 
thought at one time that it would prove 
a serious menace to cotton culture, but 
he says that danger is now practically 
over. It has been found. possible to se- 
cure a variety of cotton practically im- 
mune to the wilt disease by selecting seeds 
from healthy plants that have grown in 
badly diseased fields. In every field at- 
tacked by this wilt there may be found 
some plants that have resisted it, though 
all the other plants around them have been 
illed. Seed from these plants will grow 

here any other cotton would die, and Mr. 
Orton belleves that it is possible for the 
planters themselves te »reed up a resistant 
cotton of any degree of fineness of staple 
desired. This has been well demonstrated 
during the past season by experiments car- 
ried on by the department in co-operation 
with the sea island planters. 

E. L. Rivers of James Isiand, who was 
the first planter to make this selection of 
an immune cotton, has been notably suc- 
cessful in his attempts. and the aS

Postoffice Inspector Has Just Run to 
Earth the Very Enterprising 
Burnett Brothers of Ok- 
lahoma Territoy. 


OKLAHOMA CITY. ©. ‘T., Nov. $.—One 
of the strangest cases of alleged fraud dc- 
veloped in the history of the postoffice de- 
partment ha® been brougt to light through 
the instrumentality of Postoffice Inspector 
R. M. Hosford,. Wichita, and F. A. Bebee 
of Oklahoma City. It is a story that is 
Stranger than fiction. 

R. F. Burnett was postmaster at Bain, 
Kay county. He had a regular commission 
as such from the postoffice department. 
He. conspired with his brother, W. Bur- 
nett, who lived at Longwood, six miles dis- 
tant, to get the postoffice at that place. 
Both running country stores at Bain and 
Longwood, postoffices would help their bus- 
Iness. 

RK. F. Burnett proposed 
to erase the initials In his commission 
and substitute G. W. instead, also to 
erase the word Bain and insert Longwood. 
It was a unique and daring proposition and 
the brothers fell in with it. They did 
the work so cleverly that when G. W. 
Burnett went to Postmaster G. H. Pell- 
man at Longwood and told him that he had 
been appointed postmaster to succeed him, 
Mr. Pellam turned the office over to him 
‘ without protest. He could not doubt that 
he had been removed in view of the com- 
misssion Burnett showed him. 

The postoftice was moved over to Bur- 
nett's store last June and has continued 
there evor since. After this bold stroke 
‘it was necessary to deceive the postoffice 
department at Washington. This was also 
accomplished by G. W. Burnett forging the 
‘name of George H. Pellman to all reports 
and correspondence with the department. 
The postoffice at Longwood continued to be 
run in this manner for several months, the 
department not knowing that Mr. Pellman 
had ceased to be postmaster. 

To,c*omplicate matters R. F. Burnett ap- 
pointed the Longwood usurper assistant 
postmaster at Bain and the usurper in 
turn appointed R. F. Burnett assistant 
postmaster at Longwood. After this they 
actually swopped postoffices, R. F. going 
to Longwood and G. W. going to Bain. 

hen Postmaster. Pellman turned over 
the postoffice at Longwood to Burnett, the 
‘fraudulent appointee, he turned over with 
Mt all stamps, money orders, supplies, and 
cash on hand. Burnett used these for his 
own advantage. 

The two brothers entered into a con- 
spiracy to defraud on a larger scale. They 
ordered goods at Kansas City, Memphis 
and other wholesale centers and when the 
Dills matured they placed money to the 
amount due in registered letters, sealed 
and malled them nesses. The

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 3.--One thing 
is politically certain, the next governor of 
Texas will be a man who has a second wind 
that he can depend on in a long race.

The ex-Confederate soidier cuts a big 


figure in Texas politics. Congressman Lan- 
ham has the edge on his rivals in this re- 
pect. He was a soldier of the lost cause. 
He is remarkable in that all the education 
he has—and he would be taken for a col- 
lege-bred man—he acyuired after the war. 
He came to Texas, married, and then edu- 
cated himself in the classics and the law. 
Congressman Lanham is a plain man, with 
a pleasant cordial manner. He is an orator 
of great ability. 

Although Col. Tom Campbell hails from 
Palestine, which is in central ‘lexas, he 
is especially strong in the eastern end of 
the state, whence have come some of the 
strongest men in Texas politics. He Is 
expected to profit by whatever strength the 
east Texas element can muster. 

George T. Jester of Corsicana made a 

brilliant dash for the governorship In 1898, 
but did not reach the homestretch. He 
says he is in the race this time to stay. 
His campaign cry is ‘industrial develop: 
ment.’ 
Waller Baker of Waco has not formally 
announced his candidacy, but he is re- 
garded as in the running. He and Jester 
came from the same section of the state 
and one will have to be eliminated before 
the other can become a serious factor in 
the campaign, 

At present Judge James B. Wells of 
Rrownsville is not a candidate, but his 
friends hope he will enter the race. He is

IOWA MAN TELLS 


OF STRANGE PLOT 


Alleges He Was Wrongfully 
Sent to Prison and 


Asylums. 


FIRST CONVICTED OF ARSON 


KIDNAPED LATER AND CONFINED 
IN A CHICAGO HOSPITAL 


Taken From There to Ohio, Where He 
Escaped—Peculiar Story Told 
by J. B. Faust of 
Clarence, 


CLARENCE, Io., Nov. 9—J. R. Faust, 


formerly of Des Moines, and later a pros- 
perous farmer of Marshall County, arrived 
at the home of his wife's parents here to- 
day and told a harrowing story of his ex- 
periences in the last few years. His wife, 
long believing him dead, had returned to 


her old home. 

According to Faust’s statement, he has, 
since 1897, spent two and a half years in an 
Iowa penitentiary, ten months in a Chicago 
detention hospital, four months in insane 
asylums at Tiffin and Toledo, O., and has 
been charged first with the crime of arson, 
and then with wife murder. Escape waa 
made from the Toledo state hospital two 
months ago, and Faust reveals an alleged 
plot, of which he was the victim, that is 
borne out jn many particulars by official 


records. 

A fire destroyed his property in Marshall 
County Jn the fall of 1897. Though he says 
he was not in the county at the time, he 


was convicted of applying the torch. He 
served the term of his sentence at Fort 
Madison, and was released June 4, 1900. 

Faust believes, he alleges, that he was 
persecuted by detectives employed by a 
railroad to look up evidence in a personal 
injury damage suit he had _ instituted 
against that road, and that these officers 
in their zeal placed him behind prison 
and asylum bars. 

Faust says that after being discharged 
from the prison ne sought the railroad sta- 
tion and found that he had until evening 
to wait for the train that wouid bear him 
to Clarence. Near nightfall he was ac- 
costed by three men. Faust was informed 
by the spokesman that he was wanted in 
lilinois on a charge of forgery. In vain he 
protested that there was a mistake. He 
Says that the men put him in a buggy 
and he was taken across the Mississippi 
river, put on a train, and taken through 
Galesburg ani Streator over the Santa t'e 
road to Chicago. 

For ten months, he alleges, that he was 
detained in Chicago in a private hospital, 
compelled to ovcupy quarters with insane 
patients. Then Faust says he was taken 
over the Baltimore & Ohio to Tiffin, O., 
where he was told he was wanted at Ce- 
lina for wife murder. He was kept at Tif- 
fin but a short time and then taken te the 
State asylum at Toledo. The patient was 
allowed to go to the chapel Sunday night, 
and on Aug. 26, last, he removed a grating 
from the air shaft or ventilating chamber 
and crawled through this to the bottom, 
30 feet below. He then dug through the 
heavy wall, which took him until 2 o'clock 
in the meeene. He gained admittance 
to the basement, from where he made his 
escape by a window. After escaping Faust 
says he went straight to Bowling Green 
and repertes the matter to attorneys, an 
was advised by them to shave off his mus- 
tache and go back to lowa. Without a 
cent to pay his railroad fare, he was 
forced to seek free rides on freight trains. 
He made his way to Kings, Ill., where he 
met his brother and was rendered the as- 
seatenes necessary to carry him to his. 
amily.

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NINE MONTHS’ RECORD SHOWS 
ADVANCE IN MOST LINES. 


COTTON SMALLEST IN YEARS 


Grain Shipments Decreased on Great 
Lakes, but Canal’s Traffic 500,- 
000 Tons Greatr Than 
Last Season’s. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The internal 
commerce of the United States during the 
first three-quarters of the commercial year 
is in many respects the most remarkable 
in the history of the cotintry’s internal 
trade, while in some features there is a de- 
cline from the high tide of activity for the 
corresponding period of a year or two ago. 
Trunk line movements of flour from Chi- 
cago points during four weeks in Septem- 
ber averaged 90,842 barrels. The provision 
trade shows the highest weekly average of 
the year, being 31.196 tons a week. 

At the five chief livestock markets in the 
West the receipts for nine mons ending 
Sept. 30 were 5,236,356 cattle, 13,413,669 hogs 
and 6,331,155 sheep, aggregating 23,981,130 
head of these three kinds, con gi red with 
22,239,971 head for’ the like periou of 1900. 

Chicago received 213,118 cars of the five 


kinds of stock, compared with 200,493 cars 
for the first nine months of 1900. Kansas 
City’s arrivals of both cattle and hogs 
were larger than for any previous year 
to Sept. 30. Omaha's packing industries con- 
sumed 2,081,431 head of cattle, hogs and 
sheep, against 2,590,662 head last year to 
Sept. 30. The corresponding figures for 
St. Joseph are 2,029,446 head and 1,550,591. 
Nine months’ receipis at St. Louis in 19vl 
were 2,903,045 head and 2,619,052 for 1900. 

The season's receipts of five kinds of 
grain at Buftalo show that there has been 
a considerable falling off, compared with 
1900 and 1899. The season’s flour receipts 
by lake are still above those of 1899, 
though slightly below those of 1900. Ship- 
ments by Erie canal from that point for 
the season to Sept. 30, 1901, were 11,993,247 
bushels, and for the season of 1900 to that 
date were 10,726,235 bushels. Canal ship- 
ments of five principal cereals have made 
some gain, while railway shipments of 
grain from elevators at Buffalo have fallen 
from 79,4%6.755 bushels for the first three- 
quarters of last year to 66,447,024 bushels 
this vear. The number of boats cleared by 
canal this season to Sept. 30 has been 2359, 
beine the smallest number on record since 
18%. The tonnage for the season to Sept. 30 
was 2.445.747, covering the entire state sys- 
em canals. 

' On the. great lakes grain shipments de- 
creased from 17,598,487 bushels to 22,492,606 
bushels. The Sault Ste. Marie canals report 
4,138,056 tons of freight for September, 1901, 
and 3.411.453 tons for September, 1990, as 
having passed in both directions. he sea- 
son’s traffic is nearly 600,000 tons greater 


than last season's. 
In southern territory the receipts of cot-

MADRID, Nov. 9.—The Queen Regent and 
her son are most interesting personalities in 
and out of Spain. She is an exceptionally 
remarkable woman. Fully appreciating 
the responsibilities of her son, she has de- 
voted all her energy and talent to his edu- 
cation. He who must wear the crown should 
prepare himself for the task. 

The young King has been surrounded 
from his cradle by the love and affection 
of a mother and the foresight of a Queen. 


He was born six months after his father's 
death. The Queen mother, mindful of the 
dead, understood that her first duty was to 
the living ,and gave herself heart and soul 
to the care of the young child, to whose 
education she has devote herself. 

The King has two professors, who might 
be called body professors, as one of them 
is constantly with him. They take turns 
every 24 hours. They are two nerals of 
the army, men of experience and excellent 
character. These two professors give him 
instruction in muUHitary matters. Besides 
that, the King has had at all 
times, such teachers as are most compatible 
with his years. Special attention has been 

ven to foreign languages; he speaks En 

ish, French and German besides Spanish. 
At il in the morning he rides out on horse- 


back. 


When in Madrid there is no need of_his 
going beyond the royal park, which extends 
behind the royal palace. He is always ac- 
companied by one of the professors during 


these morning rides. On returning from his 


all that is required for the complete educa- 
tion of a gentleman. 

In the afternoon the King drives out with 
his mother,dines,and retires to bed quite ear- 
ly. On many afternoons, however, the King 
drills in the company of eight or i0 children 
of his own age, who are given instructions 
by a drill sergeant in all the arms of the 
service. 

In accordance with the constitution, the 
King will become of age in his i6th year, 
and will be crowned in May, 1902. The 

ueen Regent has followed and directed 

iosely all the @> @ Is of her son’s education. 
Besides the two professors already named 
and the numerous teachers, the King’s edu- 
cation is under the supervision of a general 
chief of royal studies, a man of acknow- 
ledged merit and attainments, 

The Queen Regent will have reigned 16 
years and six months when her son takes 
the crown. She is an archduchess of the 
imperial house of Austria, and among her 
nearest relatives are to be recokon the 
Archduke Charles, who defended his coun- 
try with such great success during the Na- 
poleonic war at the beginning of last cen- 
tury, and the Archduke Albert, the victor 
at Custozza in 1866. The Queen has two 
daughters—Maria, who is married to. the 
Prince of Austrias, and Maria Theresa, who 
was born in 1882.

INDIAN TERRITORY. 


The Ohio Senator Records the Impres- 
sions He Received While Dining 
as a Guest at the 
White House. 


The Negro Leader and Originator of 
the Outbreak Reported Wounded, 
but the Rumor Is Not 
Credited. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 9.—Armed 
guards aided at many points by farmers, 
today kept up an unceasing search in the 
woods and on the highways in the coun- 
try between Leavenworth, Kansas City 
and the Kansas river for the convicts flee- 
ing from the _ federal prison at Fort 
Leavenworth. As a result of the day's 
work three prisoners were taken un- 
harmed. This makes a total of 12 captured 
thus far, leaving 14 still at large. The men 
taken today were: 

Gus Parker and David Grayson, white 
prisoners sent up for five years each for 
burglary and larceny, who were captured 
three miles north of Lawrence, Kan., and 
James Wilson, colored, also a five-year lar- 
ceny convict, who was arrested on the out- 
skirts of Leavenworth, still wearing his 
shackles. 

Frank Thompson, the negro leader and 
originator of the outbreak, was reported 
wounded and captured south of Tonga- 
noxie, Kan., but this report is believed to 
be untrue, 

Wilson was found two miles out from the 
business district of Leavenworth this 
morning. He had been hiding jin the woods 
since Wednesday afternoon, unable to travel 
fast because of his shackles, and was 
forced from cover by hunger. 

Parker and Grayson were encountered on 
the railroad track at Midland, Kan., this 
afternoon by Dave Lewis, a farmer. Park- 
er carried a revolver, but threw it away, 
and both men surrendered meekly and 
permitted Lewis to lead them into Law- 
rence. 

Three or of deputies that went out 
during the day to locate different batches 
of convicts supposed to huve been sur- 
rounded by farmers, two going from Law- 
rence and one from Leavenworth, returned 
at dark empty handed. 

It is believed the 14 convicts still at liberty 
ty have broken up into twos and threes 
to avoid attracting attention, and this may 
aid them in getting away. It is now pos- 
sible that some of them may get into the 
Indian Territory before a 
As fast &4s men are captured they are re- 
turned to the penitentiary and placed in 
solitary confinement. 

When the condition of the guards shot 
at the outbreak Is finally determined the 
convicts. will be charged with the added 
crimes of cons wig, : to kill their guards, 
and with murder, if that charge can be 
placed properly. 

The dead bodies of Quinn, Huffman and 
Poffenholz, the three convicts killed, will 
be buried in the prison grounds.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Senator Mark A. 
Hanna, 20 pounds lighter than his normal 
weight, but clear-eyed and ruddy of cheek, 
sat on a sofa in the corridor of the Wal- 
dorf Hotel tonight and talked about the 
two subjects of greatest interest to him— 
the proposed McKinley memorial and the 
future of President Roosevelt. He had 
been in conference with Richord Kerens of 
Missouri and others in the afternoon, 

‘‘We in Ohlo do not contemplate any great 
historic memorial, as do some of the pro- 
moters of the memorial schem@jn Wash- 
ington. Our plan is to have a simple me 
morial that will show the affection of the 
people for President McKinley. We be- 
lieve the people will respond to this senti- 
ment.’’ 

Departing from the memorial project, 
Senator Hanna talked about his long in- 
terview with President Roosevelt on Fri- 
day. He admitted that he had seen the 
President twice. 

“We talked about matters of interest to 
us both. I do not believe the public would 
be interested tn them. 

“Concerning our relations there is noth- 
ing for me to say further than that I dined 
with him and I talked to him as unreserv- 
edly as he talked to me.” 

“What was your impression of the Pres!- 
dent?’’ 

“What was my impression of the Presi- 


dent?’ repeated Senator Hanna. ‘‘What 
impression could I have? He is doing the 
best any man could do. He is honest, sin- 
cere and determined to do that which will 
be for the greatest good of the country. 
He, like myself, places his country before 
anything or anybody. He is actuated by 
the highest motives. 

‘There may be some disappointment over 
his distribution of patronage; there probab- 
ly will be; but whatever President Roose- 
velt does he will do for the benefit of his 
country. He will do that which seems 
to him the right thing to do for the wel- 
fare of the whole people. 

“I have every confidencé In him. I believe 
the public have confidence in him. Some 
people might have thought at first that he 
would not prove as conservative as a presi- 
dent should be.

Noble Work Done in Healing 
Wounds of the War. 


30,000 SOON TO GATHER 


MRS. JEFFERSON DAVIS’ TRIBUTE 
THROUGH THE POST-DISPATCH. 


No Praise Sufficient, She Thinks, for 
These Daughters of the Southern 
Confederacy to Meet at 
Wilmington. 


WILMINGTON, WN. C., Nov. 9.—The 
Daughters of the Confederacy will hold 
their tenth annual meeting next week, 
when representatives of 30,000 members will 
gather. 


BY MRS. JEFFERSON DAVIS. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 9. 
Only a southern woman who understands 
how the South has come up from the deso- 
lation of the war between the states can 
appreciate fully the work of the Daughters 


of the Confederacy. I feel that too great a 
meed of praise cannot be acccorded to 
these brave women whose desolation only 
incited them to achieve a victory over all. 
No nobler spirits have labored to bind up 
hurts to heal wounds and repair ravages 
of conflict than these Daughters of the 
Confederacy. 

From time to time I notice that a sug- 
gestion is made to erect a monument in our. 
country to southern women. The plan 
should be carried out, for to my mind no 
women ever deserved one more truly. 

When the war between the states was 
ended these women, many of whom had 
been reared in luxury, though rduced to 
et and confronted by physical labor: 
in thelr own households which exhausted 
them sorely, many of them widowed or 
rendered childless by the death of their 
strong young men, who had gone forth to 
fight, and had been brought home dead to 
their well nigh broken hearted wives and 
mothers, spent no time in idle repining, but, 
when the fighting men of their country 
were overpowered, turned at once to the 
task of helping those that, unfortunate, 
even more crushed than themselves. 

Eager to preserve the records of the gal- 
lant deeds of our living and dead heroes, 
they established in each of their chapters 
the office of historian, so that coming 
generations may have the individual ac- 
counts of eye witnesses to the brave deeds 
achieved by our army. 

These stories which have been told at the 
camp fires by one hero or another are 
transcribing to perpetuate the character 
and deeds of our men. All these good of- 
fices have been performed by our desolate 
women at a time when one would have ex- 

ected that women so shielded and nur- 

ur as the southern woman had been 
would have sent up a universal wail over 
the dreadful fate which had befallen them 
and with periyese energies thought onl 
of their adverse fortunes, losses and indi- 
vidual miseries. 

Through all this cumulative sorrow the 
hearts of our women have not been less 
open to those who were once their foes. 
When Chicago was buried in ashes and 
the bitterness of our defeat was still most 
keen, I remember the women of Memphis 
and in other parts of the South cashing up 
with anxious care the schedule of their ex- 
pence in order to see’ how much could 

s for the people of pre. and 
our desolated country in that case in pro- 
portion to our means, responded as gen- 
erously and as nobly as the northern peo- 

le did in their turn when the yellow fever

We honor the christian sympathy and ac- 
tive charity of both sections. It is rare 
to find a Confederate woman who spends 
her time in unavailing vituperations againet 
those who brought about the enevitable 
ruin which overwhelmed us. 

They have not forgotton our wrongs, 
but they aré willing to forgive the past and 
unite as hearty co-operators with our coun- 
ry workers of the North for the glory of 
the United States of America, in the forma.- 
tive stage, of which their forefathers bore 
so brilliant and leading a part, and they 
heartily desire the success of our united 
a wg 

The Daughters of the Confederacy, as an 
association, is the union of a number of 580- 
cieties having a common patriotic and be- 
nevolent purpose. 

Four states I believe have claimed the 
honor of originating a national order of 
Daughters of the guteserecy. I do not 
know to whom it rightly belongs. Prob- 
ably and very naturally the thought moved 
the hearts of many at about the same time. 
Except as historical data it is not impor- 
tant, and in a good work as largs as this 
there is glory enough for all. 

As a southern woman I am inexpressibly 
proud of my countrywomen and look wit 
reverence and admiration at the result of 
their noble, self-abnegating work, and must 
say I believe if the northern and southern 
women could meet in daily intercourse that 
they would find in each other the affec- 
tiopate enganey that is even now more 
dedply felt than either section like to ex- 
press.

FIRST CONTEST OF ITS KIND 


SPEEDY FRENCH BOAT CARRIED 
OFF THE HONORS. 


Overhauled the American Liner, Beat 
the Cunarder Knot by Knot Over 
the Long Course.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—A race across the 
Atlantic probably thé most remarkable in 
marine annals on account of three large 
steamships arriving almost at the same 
hour, was finished today. Pecullar mis- 
haps enhanced the interest of the contest.

Savole, which carried off the honors; the 
Philadelphia of the American line and the 
record holder of the Queenstown course, 
Lucania. 

The Philadelphia and La Savole started 
from Cherbourg and Havre on Nov. 2, while 
the Lucania, having left Liverpool on Nov. 
2, sailed from Queenstown on Nov. 8 La 
Savoie, a 21-knot ship, passed the Phila- 
delphia on the second day out, but the 
Philadelphia held her lke a well trained 
horse almost to Nantucket lightship. Mean- 
while the Lucania was an unseen competi- 
tor, a veritable dark horse. 

The Lucania and La Savoie were in com- 
munication at the same time with the wire- 
less telegraph station aboard Nantucket 
lightship Friday night. 

he times of passing the Nantucket light- 
ship, or the first mark, as a yachtsman 
would say, were Le Savoie, 4 p. m.; Phila- 
delphia, 7 p. m.; Lucania, 8 Pp. m. 

Then began the struggle on the second 
leg, one of 200 miles, to the Sandy Hook 
lightship and thence to quarantine.

of a former board by compelling the adoption of better fenders 
than those now in use on the street cars. 
| The House members who receded from their former opposition 
appear to have absorbed the new spirit of progress, Publio opin- 
fon will approve of their display of good sense and attention to 
public interest. 

As e00n as the bill is signed, the Board of Public Improvements 
will find itself confronted with a task of great importance, The 

‘utmost care and zeal for the people’s good will be required, in 

‘order that this new law shall not be a dead letter. To avoid job- 
bery on the one hand and a fear of doing the right thing be- 
cause of the pressure of warring interests on the other, will make 
the problem difficult. 

If the board will keep in mind the fact that this is a matter of 
life and death to the people, that the streets of 8t. Louls must 
be made reasonably safe for her citizens and for the millions who 
will visit the World's Fair, there can be no doubt that it will meet 
with a measureable degree of success in its efforts.

It is noteworthy that this increase in fiction reading is not ac- 
companied by an increased demand for literature of other kinds. 
History, biography; science, travel, philosophy, essays—all go 
begging for a share of the new-born interest itn books. 

It cannot be maintained that this enormous circulation is due 
to cunning advertising: nor does it rest upon merit; probably not 
one of these books will be remembered ten years hence. 

Rather is it to be attributed to newly awakened interest in life, 
in the poetry rather than in the prose of existence. The region of 
fact is becoming tiresome and without knowing just what the 
matter is, people are turning to the realm of the imagination for 
relief. 

It is one of the cheerlest signs of the time. It marks the be- 
ginning, we may hope, of what, in a very real sense, may be 
called a revival—a revival of an interest in things of the spirit, 
a. devotion to the invisible goods which alone make life worth 


living.

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NOT A RAGTIME CITY. 


The concerts of the Thomas orchestra drew large audiences. 
The program was composed of highest types of classical music. 
With this evidence of appreciation of music of the best class it 
cannot be said that St. Louis is wholly given over to ragtime. 

But this is only one piece of evidence among many that St. 
Louls compares favorably with other cities fn point of musical 
culture and liberality towards musical art. For many years 8t. 
Louls has supported g chorus and orchestra which have grown 
from small beginnings to an organization of which any city 
might be proud. That there should be deficiences in the treasury 
of such an organization during its period of development is 
matural, but the deficiencies have been met. 

St. Louis haa several flourishing societies devoted to the study 
and production of the best music. Musical artists of the highest 
rank have never failed to win pecuniary success in St. “ouis 
when their merits were known to the people. Probably every 
failure of a fine musical event has been due to bad manage- 
ment rather than to lack of appreciation on the part of the St. 
Louls public. St. Louls has been a harvest field for Patti, 
Paderewski and other famous artists in music. 

Of course great masses of people love the popular melodies here 
as elsewhere. We have perhaps not yet come to a full conscious- 
ness of our wants and needs in music. Education is a contin- 
wous progress. But the percentage of the musically cultured 
who will pay for good music is undoubtedly as high in St. Louis 
as in any city of its population and opportunities.

The most conspicuous figure among the victors in the New 
York election is that of William Travers Jerome, the new dis- 
trict attorney.

“But their proposals are so clearly futile for all practical pur- 
poses that if they were carried out the workingman himself would 
be among the first to suffer. Moreover they are emphatically un- 
just, because they wouid rob the lawful possessor, bring the state 
into a sphere that is not its own and cause complete confusion 
in the community.” 

Taking these words of the sovereign pontiff as a guide, let us 
briefly consider the condition of the workingman. As a national | 
and a social being he has an innate right to “life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness; a right to self-improvement and to the de- 
velopment and perfecting of his faculties, whether in the depart- 
ment of knowledge or of virtue. 

Food, clothing, the shelter of a home, occupation—in a word, the 
ordinary adjuncts of civilization—all come within the compass 
of this natural right. Indeed, without such facilities man would 
gradually lapse to the precarious condition of nomadic life like 
the children of the forest, and to a state more or less of perpetual 
uncertainty, of want and of misery. 

Now this right of cultivating and developing one’s faculties 
brings with it the possession of personal and permanent prop 
erty, for the reason that otherwise the attempt at self-government 
would be hampered at every step—if not rendered entirely vain 
and inoperative. 

Think of our attempting our present social life if we had not a 
fixed habitation and the countless appliances which our civilized 
habits reguire! Who, for instance, would till the soil, or care 
for the growing crops, unless he also firmly expected to reap the 
harvest? What man of ordinary prudence wowld not wish to 
make some provision against a season of distress, against sickness 
or old age? 

Hence it is not sufficient to have the means of labor, or ac- 
quiring a livelihood for the moment onty, but there is likewise 
needed the element of stability, that one may reasonably provide 
for the future. Hence permanent ownership. 

In fact, a man gives the sweat of his brow, or yields the fruit 
of his intellect, that he may receive somo recompense in return, 
and may dispose of at his discretion.

HE Papuans of New Guinea are very 
proud of their hair. It is black and 
woolly, and the men’ dress it with 

great care, and decorate it with elegant 
combs and beautiful feathers. As among 
animals, it is the male Papuan who is dec- 
orated.

AR INLAND in arctic Alaska, east of the mouth of the 
Mackenzie river, live tribes of Indians whose Mongolian 
origin is apparent to cthnologists. 

The Jessup North Pacific expedition has just roterned with yho- 
tographs and measurements of these tribes which, possibly, were 
never before visited by whites. 

The measurements made of the inhabitants of two small vil- 
lages show many pecullar characteristics totally different from 
those of neighboring tribes. ; 

The final resu!ts will form a monster ethnological album, which 
will be a pictorial record of the various tribes of that section cf 
the country. The aborigines are rapidly becoming extinct, due to 
the encroachment of civilization and the inevitable evil influences

The Papuans are an excitable, demonstra- 
tive and fairly intelligent peopie. They are 
fond of danting, for which pastime they ar- 
ray themselves extravagantly. However, 
the great majority of their dances are of a 
ceremonial nature, and among some tribes 
they are held on such supremely important 
occasions as when a youth is initiated into 
manhood. Some of the dances are per- 
formed by men wearing wonderful masks. 

They have magical dances to make food 
abundant, and to make the dugong come to 
be harpooned. At these dances masks are 
worn, such as a crocodile’s head combined 
with a human face, and above it the effigy 
of a sawfish. Some of the dances are in 
the nature 0 of harvest fest ivals, and to carry 


over the fertility of one season to another. 

Important ceremonies are associated with 
death. Life after death is assured by means 
of dances performed by masked men who, 
by gait and actions, mimic recently de- 
ceased persons. Women and children be- 
lieve these mummers to be the spirits of 
beloved relatives and are comforted. Wom- 
en never participate in the secret dances 
where masks are employed; some of the 
dances being too secret for them to even 
witness. Among one tribe it is considered 
highly indelicate for men and women to 
dance together. Indeed, women rarely 
dance, although in another group of the 
Papuans boys and girls dance together, the 
male dancers beating the drums. 


thousands of years ago, when the dwellers 
by the Swiss lakes lived over the water, so 
today in New Guinea dwellings are built on 
piles, with rickety platforms and unstable 
log bridges from one marine house to an- 
other. 


Papuan women are extremely tidy about 
their houses, and it is a matter of pride 
with them to keep the open spaces in 
front spotlessly clean; to do otherwise were 
a disgrace. 


Certain hill tribas build their houses on 
narrow ridges of high hilis, or dwell in the 
tree, tops, their houses serving as watch 
towers. 


A house in a tree would not seem a very 
safe refuge because it would be so easy 
to cut down the tree and destroy its in- 
habitants at one fell blow. Until. very re- 
cently the Papuans had only stone tm- 
plements, and it takes time to fell a tree 
with stone axes. In addition to this {t ig 
contrary to the etiquette of war of these 
people to cut down a tree house, so they 
really are houses of refuge. Tree houses 
are not common, however, because the 
government of British New Guinea has so 
pacified the country that the hill and moun- 
tain tribes are no longer warlike. 


low cheeks:, the unattractiveness of a face 
with too little flesh nor how very obstinate 
hollow cheeks can be, even skillful mas- 
sage being ineffective. 

The device is a soft rubber cup which 
fits perfectly over, the depression in the 
cheek, and -by gentle suction draws the 
blood to the surface and thus has a stim- 
ulating effect upon the flesh. Before apply- 
ing these little cups, however, the cheek 
should be well plastered over with a cream 
prepared according to the complexion, the 
quality of the skin, etc., of the patient. The 
cheek cups should be worn dally during 
a certain iength of time, this also varying, 
like the composition of the cream, to fit the 
temperament of the patient. Afer the re- 
moval of the cups a stiff friction with a 
rough towel should be given the cheeks, in 
order properly to distribute the blood which 
has been drawn to the surface and to pre- 
vent congestion. 

It is better to have the face too round 
than too thin. After all, there is some- 
thing cheerful and jolly about a plump 
face and at the same time suggestive of 
abundant health, while the cadaverously 
thin face looks sickly at best and has a 
disagreeable way of hinting at a sour and 
morose character.

TWO NATIONS POSTOFFICE.

HE most curious postoffice in America

Greatest in the Country This Year and a Week's Arrivals in St. Louis Would 
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Ransom Miss Stone From Bulgarian Bandits. 


AN APPLE BARN IN THE OZARKS. 
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OUR HUNDRED THOUSAND barrels 
F of apples, worth a m liion do‘lars—ap- 
ples enough to ransom Miss Stone 


from the Bulgarian bandits ten times over, 
enough to feed 100.000 American soldiers 37 
days, or enough to complete the 8t. Louis 
City Hall and bulld the new City Llosp'al 
—were received in the St. Louls market 
during October of this year to the further 
fame and greater glory of Missouri's big 
red apple. 

Not all of these apples came from Mis- 
souri, but the great bulk of them did. Near- 
by counties in Illinois contributed to .the 


total, and North Arkansas and East Kan- 
sas had apples to ship. But Missouri fur- 
nished three-fourths of the whole. 

Nine-tenths of all the apples received 
were Ben Davis, one of the biggest of all 
‘the red apples and the favorite of every 
grower in Missouri because it is a fine 
looker and a good seller, and yields abund- 
‘antly, even in such years as this of the 
great drouth. 
| The records of the St. Louls Merchants’ 
‘xchange show the total receipts of apples 
‘for St. Louls in 1900, to have been 448,011 
barrels, The same records show the re- 
| cetpts for the first 26 days of October to 
have been 348,676 barrels. Bo that the growth 
lot the apple-growing industry in Missour! 
\is not simply a matter of report at all, but 
'@ matter of figures and fact. 

Of the 848,676 barrels shipped to St. Louis 
‘during the first 26 days of October, 222,960 
ot we hgeare in over the San Francisco 
Rail , which traverses the apple belt 
reaching from the vicinity of Lebanon, Mo.., 
to Springfield, Mo., and thence down to the 
Arkansas line. No other district in the 
world produces so many apples as this, and 
|mone other is so celebrated for its yield as 

this which has made familiar the term 
“Missouri's Big Red Apple.” 

. §8t. Loule is the greatest of all markets 
, for the distribution of apples. They come 
| here from the apple belt of Missouri, from 
\the great orchards of East Kansas, from 
‘North Arkansas, and the American Bottom 
_0f Illinois. Apples are in October the qhief 
‘item of freight upon some of the Missouri 
‘Yaliroads. Steamboats run in October be- 
tween St. Louis and points in St. Charles 
County, Missouri, and Calhoun County, IIli- 
nola, to freight nothing else but apples. 

In the St. Louls market the yields of the 
orchards are heaped every autumn, carefu!- 
ly barreled. And such is the fame of the 
big red apple of Missouri and the apples 
Darreled beside it, there is a demand for the 
crop, not only from all the Hast, North and 


South, in the United States, but from Eu- 
rope and countries in faraway parts of the 
world. 

The principal apples of Missouri are the 
Ben Davis. the Baldwin, the Jonathan and 
winesap. Singularly enough, they are all 
red apples, and save for the winesap, 
they are all big apples. The Ben 
Davis, . because of its hardiness, pro- 
ductiveness and fine appearance, predom!- 
nates far and away, but there are still many 
orchards which yleld great quantities of 
other varieties, for, while the Ben Davis 
yields more in profits, it is for no other 
reason a favorite, and cannot entirely ex- 
clude from the Missouri orchard such good 
old favorites as the winesap, the Jonathan, 
the Baldwin, geniting and gano. 

The very general adoption of the Ben 
Davis as the great money-making apple of 
the state is a matter of comparatively re- 
cent years. Ten years age the great Ben 
Davis orchard was rare, even in Missouri. 
Now it is everywhere through the length 
and breadth of the state. As near St. Louis 
as St. Charles County, Missouri, there are 
Ben Davis orchards of two and three thou- 
sand trees, covering a square mile, and ev- 
ery®yvear yielding great quantities of fruit. 
Nothing could be more delightful than such 
an orchard in mid-spring, when it is a sea 
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Missouri. The other fourth ts captured by 
direct buyers who purchase the crops of big 
orchards and ship the apples direct. There 
is a great deal of this work, competition 
among the buyers being so keen that many 
of the growers sell their apples for good 
prices long before the fruit ripens, and are 
left without further concern for the apples, 
the purchaser doing the picking and ship- 
ping. Statistics secured by the State Labor 
Bureau show the total apple yield of Mis- 
souri for 1900 to have been more than 323,- 
000 barrels. The figures for 1901 will go far 
beyond those of 1900, because there was a 
heavier crop, and the number of yielding 
trees was much Increased. 

Apple shipping enlivens the October days 
down on the St. Louis levee. Just south of 
Washington avenue, where the up-river 
boats ship and unship their freights, there 
are days when one sees many thousands of 
barrels of apples Singing roustabouts roll 
them from boat and barge, and on the end 
of each whirligg barrel one sees in stenciled 
letters “‘Ben Davis,’ “‘Jonathan,” etc., for 
each barrel must bear the name. Calhoun 
is the banner apple county of the 102 coun- 
ties of Illinois, and half its apples come to 
St. Louis. In the absence of a railroad, the 
crop must be shipped from Calhoun by 
boat, and the fleet of four or five apple

tier than this same orchard in October, 
when it is jike a great red wood in its 
wealth of fruit. 

There is money in apples. The Missouri 
farmers have been convinced of that. And 
the result has been that they have gone into 
apple growing upon a wholesale scale. The 
orchard of our old oaken bucket days, with 
its great variety of trees of all ages and lit- 
tle care, has been succeeded by a new sort 
of orchard—an orchard of many trees and 
few varieties, and all of them getting care. 
It is not enough now that there be apples 
enough in the farm orchard to heap one 
end of the cellar full and meet the winter- 
night needs of the family; the Missouri 
orchard of this day must produce many 
barrels for the market. When apples are 
scarce—and they generally are scarce ex- 
cept in the great district around St. Louils— 
the best varieties are worth from $2 to $a 
barrel, as they are this year, and, as it is 
accounted in the country, apples at $2 and 
$3 a barrel run into money quick. 

St. Louls consumes but a ‘small part of all 
the apples shipped in here. The Merchants’ 
Exchange records show that of the 448,011 
barre's sh ppcd ‘'n hcre last year, 289,99 bar- 
reis were sent on to eastern purchasers, and 
more than 150,000 barrels went East in the 
first 26 days of October of this year. 

The receipts at St. Louis represent pos- 
sibly three-fourths of the apples raised in 


all go out of St. Louis. Some of them 
leave portions of their cargo at railroad 
points on the way down, but they reach 
St. Louis with many thousands of barrels, 
and there is no more picturesque phase of 
river commerce than this life on the apple 
boats. 

There are few finer properties than one 
of the magnificent Ben Davis orchards 
which contribute to Missouri's unequaled 
yield of apples. The Ben Davis yields in its 
seventh year, and from that time on it 
grows in strength and good works. There 
are hundreds of big orchards in the state in 
which the trees are from eight to 12 years 
old, all in their prime, all equal in height 
and girth, and all beautiful to behold. Sev. 
enty-five thousand such trees may be 
counted within two miles of Lebanon, Mo., 
Edward Clough alone having 23,000 treeg 
upon his farm. Of such is Imperial Mise 
sourl. 

The great increase in the product of the 
apple orchards of Missouri in the last year 
is attested very clearly by the shipments 
over the San Francisco Rallroad, which 
traverses the apple belt. In 1900 the Frisco 
brought to St. Louis 52,402 barrels of apples, 
while in the first 26 days of October of this 
year the same railroad brought to St. Louis 
222.960 barrels, or more than four times as 
many as it brought the entire 12 months of 
last year. 


GEN. NOBLE SAYS SMOKE 


Former Secretary of the 


Interior Is an Enthusias- 


tic Student of Forestry and Has Studied the 
Problem of Shading City Streets, 


OHN W. NOBLE of St. Louis, secre- 
tary of the interior under President 
Harrison, says the city of St. Louis 

ie barren of shade trees because the smoke 
cloud constantly enveloping the city dis- 
charges a sulphurous poison fatal to vege- 
table life. 

Gen. Noble is a student of forestry. He 
became interested in it a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, and while secretary of the inte- 
fior secured the preservation of several 
million acres of fine forests. He lectures 
and writes upon forestry, believing that un- 
leas the people of the United States are 
_ @wakened to an appreciation of the import- 

ance of their forests they will live to see 

thelr country become little less than arid 
plain.

T. LOUIS should be one of the most 
beautiful of cities in the matter of 

_ trees, instead of one of the most bar- 
aa Mek is because of the cloud of smoke 
ht constantly envelopes the city. The 
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are fdtal to young trees and every other 
form of vegetable life. 

St. Louls is in a fertile valley, where the 
primeval forest is beautiful with a great 
variety of trees. Yet is has few trees upon 
its streets. Denver is on a plain, where 
theré is no forest primeval. Yet Denver 
has more trees than St. Louis, and ts for 
this reason a. more beautiful and a better- 
shaded city. 

Twenty-five years ago I was in Switzer- 
land. I eaw at Lake Lucerne beautiful 
rows of sycamore cut back. I determined 
to have trees of that kind around my home 
in St. Louls, and when I returned I planted 
eycamores and cut them back until I se- 
cured that straight-limb effect that had at- 
tracted my attention to the sycamores of 
Geneva. But such things are impossible 
in St. Louis in this day because of the 
smoke. In the last few years I have en- 
deayored to raise many trees at my home, 
and I have had but little success. Soft 
maples, which are beautiful and fast-grow- 
ing and desirable for street trees, cannot 
exist In the sulphurous air. Hard maples 
Go little better. Sycamores can no longer 
be cut back as they could in former years, 
because they need now all their original 
vitality to hold their own against the sul- 
phur and smoke. 

St. Louls will always be a barren city if

it is always to be a smoky city. I have 
found but one tree that seems to hold its 
own with the smoke, and that is one of 
those buckeyes which every Ohio man loves 
to have about his place. I have raised a 
buckeye out at my place despite the obsta- 
cles, and each spring it flashes its flowers 
as though to Say: 

“Just a moment, 
bloom and retreat.”’ 

Asphaltum streets are not good for trees 
because they exclude moisture. But we 
could still have pretty trees were it noé for 
the smoke. As well might a forester at- 
tept to raise trees on the sides of a yvo!- 
cano as to endeavor to raise them here in 
St. Louis, where the smoke hangs like a 
pall of death over every plant and flower 
and shrub. 

Our government is of late years devoting 
more attention to the preservation of for- 
ests than it did in former years, and the 
people should encourage it to go further 
still. During my term as secretary of the 
interior I brought about the preservation of 
ll fine forests in the country, and I regard 
this as one of the best works of my life. 

No country can afford to destroy its for- 
ests. Europe has found this out, and we 
shall find it out unless we pay mofe atten- 
tion to raising and preserving trees. The 
pasture line Europe has gone further north 
each year as a result of the destruction 
of the fine forests in the south, and now 
it is hard to pasture a goat upon lands 
which at one time yielded ample pasturage 
for every variety of live stock. The same 
thing is true in portions of our country. 

The rivers of America should never be de- 
spoiled of the forests at their headwaters. 

These forests are nature's reservoirs hold- 
ing in check and ied out gradually the

snow waters which would otherwise rush | 
down the valleys in one dash, causing | 
floods and making impossible that season | 
of natural irrigation which would come | 
from the natural reservoirs had they been 
preserved. 

I never neglect an opportun ty I may have | 
to preach and practice preservation of the 
trees and the forests. I have made lectures 
upon the subject in many parts of the coun. 
try, and have written much on the same 
line. I am a lover of the wood, and would 
have it spared. 

If there comes a day when St. Louls Is 
rid of the smoke that overhangs and de- 
spolls it now, every property owner in the 
city should hasten to plant trees.

To discuss the history of the Raglan it is 
necessary to go back a few thousand years. 

The first authentic account we have of 
this garment may be found in a rare old 
volume at the St. Louts Public Library—a 
volume so rare that it is kept under lock 
and key aud exhibited only on rare oc- 
casions. 

From this tome we learn that the raglan 
coat was the last of the ten plagues 
upon the Pharaoh who refused to 
children of Israel to leave his 
country. He was compelled to wear it 
evewy Sunday when he went forth to war- 
ship tels and Osiris, on Wednesday night 
to prayer meeting and to all political gath- 
erings, particularly during sessions of the 
lezisiature and presidential years. 

So grotesque was the ruler’s appearance 
that his own #eubjects hooted at him, and 
the slaves at work on the pyramide paused 
in their labors long enough to give their 
reyal master the ha-ha. 

This ancient volume informs us that the 
only time the Sphinx was ever known to 
speak was when it opened up its chops 
long enough to tell Pharaoh to go away 
back and sit down. 

When matters finally came to a crisis in 
his election precint, when the children of 
lsrael started for the Red Sea, to make 
their escape to the promised land, a note 
delivered to him by a boy from the Egyp- 
tian District Telegraph and Messenger Co. 
(cabs and coupes furnished at reasonable 
prices), informed the ruler that Moses had 
nothing to wear. 

With ghoulish glee Pharaoh sent for the 
busy old prophet and on his shoulders 
placed the hated raglan, hoping to be rid 
of it forever.

Booth Talkington and other tragedians, 
was nothing more or less than a modified 
regian. 

All it lacked was the pockets. The Ro- 
man used to carry their private letters and 
cigarette papers in an inside receptacle, 
next to their undershirts. 

That the toga was a rejuvenation of the 
ragian is proved by illustrations which ap- 
pear in the old volume at the Public LJ- 
brary.

But we, who bowl in 
numbers, besides the stimulus of friendly 
competition, enjoy the sort of kinship that 
fair, clean sport and exercise bring. Men 
learned this long ago, and so sport forms a 
large and wholesome part of their lives. 
Women are more and more learning that 
physical exercise, combined with honest 
competition, is not only a tonic for the 
body, but for the mind 


It is only by waiving in sport the ad- 
vantages which they claim for their sex in 
other things, and by going in for it on the 
basis of broad and honest competition that 
women can hope to be benefited by it. 
Bowling teaches them to do this. 


Were it possible to make a roster of all 
the women in St. Louls who are interested 
in bowling and who really understand the 
game and bow! well, the list would be sur- 
prisingly long and the rames influential. 

Four years ago I induced a number of 
my women friends to join me in forming a 
bowling club. We have met and bowled 
every Monday afternoon in season since 
then. In this time we have all, naturally, 
become more or less expert. We mrotiagt 
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2:30 o'clock and stick conscientiously to the 
game until 5 o’clock, with no _ stop for 
luncheon or small talk. We are too fond of 
bowling for that sort of thing. 

At first we bowled tenpins, but we soon 
mastered the game and took up cocked hat 
as being more scientific. Besides, I believe 
cocked hat to be more properly a ladies’ 
game than tenpins. In the first place the 
balls are not so heavy and do not over- 
tax the strength. There is, too, a certain 
finesse, a daintiness ,about the game that 
appeals to women, at the same time afford- 
ing quite as much exercise, with more 
grace, than the heavier game. 

Every year shows an improvement in our 
bowling. Last season I had the distinction 
of making an average of 35, which is con- 
sidered very excellent for a woman. The 
perfect score at cocked-hat bowling is 90, 
and is so seldom made, even by the most 
expert men bowlers, as to seem practically 
impossible. In the Union Club, whose al- 
leys are used by the Monday Club, the high- 
est average at cocked hat reached by the 
men is 4. Several of our members have 
made an average of 30), notably Mrs. Henry 
Buse and Mrs. E. A. Gessier. Mra Walker 
Medart’s average score was #.

Much Wealth and Has 
Done Many Remark- 
able Things, Hopes to 
Secure a Scotch Title 
and Estate. 


F Miss Norma Munro, heiress, publisher 
and sportswoman, wins a daring and 
pictureaque legal battle she has just 

been waging in England she will become a 
Jady of title and the owner of two hundred 
additional millions. 

Already Miss Munro is known as one of 
“the most versatile and efficient young 
Ywomen of a’country that boasts many such. 
if her recent undertaking prospers the way 
“o. a broader fame lies plain before her. 

As the Lady of Dumfries and the en- 
terprising owner of an incredible number of 
millions, both of which prizes her lawyers 
Say will be well within her grasp in a few 
weeks’ time, Miss Munro may easily be- 
come an international figure. 

Her claiming of a Scotch inheritance be- 
tongs to a romantic novel. Yet is is literal- 
ly true. 

When her father, Norman L. Munro, the 
New York publisher, died he was engaged 
in claiming his right to the estate of the 
ancient family of Hume, which lies in the 
tounty of Dumfries, on Solway Firth, Scot- 
land. George, the last Lord Hume, died 
intestate, and the greater number of his 
heirs died one by one before their bitter 
and protracted quarrel over the division of 
the estate was settled. 

Land and moneys therefore reverted to 
the British Crown, with the provision that 
they should be restored to the remaining 
heirs should they ever come to an agree- 
ment. 

At the time when Norman Munro discov- 
ered that, as grandnephew of the last Lord 
Hume, he was an heir to the Hume prop- 
erty, there was, it appeared, only one other 
existent heir—a Scotchman whose home 
was in Edinburgh. These two were on the 
road to a perfectly friendly agreement, 
when both died within a short time of each 
other, the Scotchman leaving no descend-

Miss Norma Munro therefore is, her law- 
yers say, plainly the present exclusive heir 
not only of the property but of the title 
which has always been borne by the ladies 
of the house of Hume—that of Lady of 
Dumfries. 

The title, by the way, does not appear 
in the peerage, as it is only of local sig- 
nificance. 

This double claim Miss Munro recently 
went to England to press. 

Miss Munro's career has already been 
picturesque enough to suggest that she 
would do interesting things with her new 
millions. She cares, in fact, less for the 
millions than for the power they give her, 
inasmuch as she is a girl of pronounced 
originality and prefers to be known for her 
ideas rather than for her possessions.

It costs $12.50 to operate each car a day. 
This includes salaries, the cars’ 
of power and all fixed expenses, such as 
taxes and Interest on the plant. 

It takes about five minutes for a car to 
make the run from one terminus to the 
other. Each car works ten hours a day. 

Each car carries an average of 1000 per- 
sons a day, and earns $70. Deducting the 
cost of operating, the net earnings of a car 
are about $00 a day. 

The line is 5240 feet long. Each foot earns 


0114 cents per car per day, or almost 9 
cents a foot a day for the entire car equip- 
ment. The total trackage, almost a mile, 
earns $471.00 gross a day. 

If the St. Louls Transit Co. earned as 
much as the St. Louls & Hast St. Louis 
Electric Rallway Co. for its mileage its 
gross daily receipts would amount to the 
enormous Bum of $165,531.60, or $60,419,004 a

year.

Louls and East St. Louls company it 
would transport 1,125,920,000 persons.

Its 
prosperity in the last decade particularly 
has kept pace with the growth of the two 
cities it connects. 


The price paid for the little golconda of 
n railroad has not been made public, but 
it probably was very latge. The brokers 
who promoted the sale have been working 
on it for two years, and but for the fact 
that the principal owners of it are already 
rich and of advanced years, it would prob- 
ably not have been sold, particularly as 
the present contract has two years more 
to run covering the period of the Louisiana 
Purchase World's Fair, when the profits 
will be stupendous. That the price paid 
was no mean one is evidenced by the fact 
that the new owners will issue at once 
$450,000 In 5 per cent bonds and $500,000 in 
stock. The old company paid from the 
beginning of its existence 25 per cent per 
annum in dividends on its capitalization 
of $250,000. Not a share of its stock was 
ever sold until it went In {ts entirety, and it 
has never been quoted, though estimated 
to be worth $200, and possibly $300 a share. 

The purchase of the line is thought to 
mean the eventual consolidation of all the 
East St. Louis City and Suburban lines and 
the revival of the project to run an electric 
railway to Springfield, Ill., and possibly tu 
Chicago.

FTER Lola Montez, by her beauty and grace and her 

A genius for coquetry, had fascinated Europe and 

America—after she had refused the King of Bavaria, 

who had made her a countess and had left his throne for love 

of her—she wrote a book. It was called “The Art of Fascina- 

tion for Men,” and contained 50 satirical precepts. Some of 

‘hese precepts are re-presented here; the others will be printed 
in the next Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Perhaps the most striking characteristic of these rules is 
the wonderful way in which, although published 40 years ago 
‘na volume which has long been out of print (and which the 
sunday Post-Dispatch by a fortunate accident has just ob- 
tained), they fit the conditions of today. The young man of

zrandfather in 1860. 

Lola Montez said that she was born in Spain; others de- 
clare that she was born in Scotland. One thing is very clear, 
however—she was born a gypsy in the witchery and vagabond- 
age of her spirit, and no woman has lived in the times we 
know about who had a better opportunity than she to under- 
stand the subtle secrets of the art of fascination. 

The following biographical synopsis is from “Men and

She married Capt. Thomas 
fames. After a wandering life, she captivated Louis I, King or 
Bavaria, who declared her to be his best friend and presented 
her to his court Aug. 7, 1847. She was compelled to retire

quiet, lives William Best, America’s first 
passenger locomotive engineer, in his elghty- 
' @ighth year. 

Mr. Best is a farmer—very grizzled and 
gray to be sure, but still a farmer with a 
eare for his acres and not too old to mount 
his horse. 

Seventy years ago he was a4 railroad en- 
gineer. For the 12 months between the au- 
tumn of 1831 and the autumn of 1832 he 
stood under the buggy-top shelter of the 
English-built locomotive Rhinocerds and 
pulled a passenger train, twice each day, 
between Philadelphia and Trenton, making 
the 30 miles in an hour and 15 minutes. 

His was the first strictly passenger train 
ever run in the United States. His engine 
«hed two bie drivers and two truck wheels. 
- Jt had no whistle and no pilot. It was the 
first side-cylinder locomotive ever used in 
Amer'ca. Its drivers and truck wheels were 
castings, and its boiler was encased in a 
jacket of wood. It had a headlight, and 
carried wood and water in a separate car- 
tender behind. Within reach of the en- 
gineer’s hand hung a long horn, and, when 
the train neared a crossing or there was 
other warning of approach to be given, the 
engineer lifted this horn to his‘ lips and 
gave a blast, full, strong and long. Because 
of this horn people called the engine the 
Rhinoceros, and the first engineer to fre- 
gent her cab calls her the Rhinoceros still. 

The cars that clattered behind were short 
emnibus coaches, with cutter beds. There 
were seats on the roof for fair weather, 
and 12 passengers could be packed into a 
coach. There was no bell cord for signal- 
ing. If the train was to be stopped at some 
point other than its regular stopping places, 
the conductor worked his way forward on 


“ the roofs of the coaches and shouted close to 


the engineer's ear, “Hello, Bill."” There was 
no water cooler in a coach corner, no up- 
holstering on the seats, and no lack of 
passengers, for the Trenton & Philadelphia 
passenger was popular, and the old Mis- 
sourl engineer says the people who rode 
“were thicker’n flles."’ If the train killed a 
cow the engineer paid for it. If there was 
a mistake in operation the engineer and 
conductor were subject to fine. Yet the 
salary William Best received while he stood 
at the throttle of the Rhinoceros was $40 a 
month. 

The fame of William Best as the engineer 
of the first passenger train in the United 
States is well understood tn the county in 
which he lives, and has been these 
years and years. His neighbors call him 
*“Tncle Bill” Best, and his home on the 
road near Alanthus Grove, hungry for paint 
_ and old though it be, is pointed out with 
some pride. Here the old engineer, an abie- 
bodied man at 88 years, works every day 
around his place. It is seventy years since 
he stood at the throttle of an engine and 
thirty-six years since he went into North 

- Missouri settled where he still lives 
“ en the outskirts of Alanthus Grove. Not

reaches him here, for it is seven 
miles to the nearest track. Now and then 
he rides over to Stanberry and sees the 
trains to comment upon them reminiscently, 
but he has not ridden on a train for twelve 
years and has never stood in a modern en- 
gine’s cab.

I came to the United States in 1830. There 
was at that time much interest in railroads 
in both England and the United States. 
The movement had been started by John 
Stephengon in New Jersey. He made a 
steam engine which ran in his yard on a 
circular track. His brother, George Ste- 
was a machinist in ~- England. 
John explained to George his belief that 
an engine could be made suitable for haul- 
ing on the roads. George went to work to 
amplify the invention his brother had made 
in the engine running on the circular track 
in his New Jersey yard. The result of his 
experiments was the Stephenson engine, 
which pulled the first railroad train on the 
old Darlington & Stockton road, in Eng- 
land. | 

A Stephenson engine was not the only 
locomotive when I came to the United 
States, but it was the only one giving satis- 
faction. The engine on the Darlington 
road had gone as fast as 25 miles an hour, 
and none of the other engines, English or 
American, had done sa well. 

When I reached my brother, he was 
working with the crews which were just 
completing the railroad between Phila- 
delphia and Trenton. One of the three en- 
gines purchased from Stephenson was to 
be used there, and another was on the way, 
the idea being to run two trains. My 
brother was to be the engineer upon one 
of these engines, but he died very unex- 
pectedly just when the road was ready for 
operation by steam. His place was given 
to me. I went out, and remained in ‘the 
service for 12 months, finally leaving the 
railroad business because of my narrow 
escape from being pinned against the 
tender by a fiying rail. 

The Rhinoceros was a good engine. It 
was the best engine in America in its day. 
There were several other engines on little 
railroads in this country and England, but 
none of them, on this side at least, were 
doing what the Rhinoceros was doing—pull- 
ing a regular passenger train 6 miles a 
day, ana that, too, without often reaching 
depots behind time. The schedule was not 
fast. It gave me two and a:half minutes 
to a mile, and the Rhinoceros could run 
faster than that as long as she stayed on 
the track. She had drivers four feet high, 
and I never had any serious trouble with 
her machinery. But I did have trouble with 
the train she hauled. The cars were very 
short.and very light, and they came rattling 
after us at times until a brave man in the 
cab would have been afraid of the racket 
at his back. I could sometimes stand at 
the throttle and laugh outright at the train 
behind me. We used wood for fuel, and 
the tender was heaped high with this for 
the 3-mile run. Now and then it would 
happen that the tender took a lurch and 
almost left the track, and at such times the 
wood had a bad habit of flying in any direc- 
tion that suited its fancy. It sometimes 
came over on the engine, at others went out 
toward the coaches, and at still others went 
over at the side. After awhile we learned 
to build the tender high enough to hold the 
wood secure, even when we were bouncing 
alohg on rough track. 

I have little recollection of the passenger 
rates. A conductor attended to the collec- 
tions, and I had no more to do with pas- 
sengers than an engineer has in this day. 
We stopped almost anywhere if we were 
on time, but after a while the people took 
advantage of our accommodation and 
made it necessary to make only regular 
stops. 

I was not yet 20 years old when I took 
the throttle of the Rhinoceros. But I was 
@ man in stature and hardened to work. 
I had, too, quite a knowledge of the little 
machinery used in that day, and was valu- 
able around engines and cars because of my 
skill as a smith. 

I took my brother's place as engineer be- 
cause I was told to go there and do the 
work. No one considered it complimentary 
to me, and I did not myself, though the 
Rhinoceros was the first locomotive ever 
put into a regular business of carrying 
passengers on American soil. The other en- 
gines had been doing odd ends of work, 
some of them pulling coal cars at the mines. 
I have heard it said there were railroads in 
operation as passenger carriers before we 
put the Rhinoceros in service between Phil- 
adelphia and Trenton, but I have always 
contradicted this. We were there in the 
midst of all the railroad excitement, and my 
brother and I were not only familiar with 
the men who had come from England with 
Stephenson engines, but were eagerly pick- 
ing up anything we could hear of the ex- 
periments being made through the country. 
The two engines that came over with the 
Rhinoceros were put in service soon after 
they came, but I am sure neither of them 
pulled a passenger train as carly as the 
Rhinoceros did. You see it was 18% before 
George Stephenson had his first engine 
ready for service. Mt was a success, but 
there was no great excitement at the time. 
Peo@ie did not realize the possibilities of in- 
vention then as they came to do iater, 
and for a man to do something like 
Stephenson did was not considered anything 
wonderful. He was ridiculed by a majority 
of the people, and smart men laughed at 
his engine and said it was not as good as 
a horse. It is hard to understand al) this 
in this day when we see the great engines 
and the trains they pull. 

It was 1829 before Btephenson sent any of 
his engines to the United States, and that 
was when the Rhinoceros came. There was 
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long before #<...cune over here would get up 
a better engine than Stephenson's. 

There had been a railroad in operation out 
of Baltimore a few miles before we got the 
Philadelphia & Trenton in operation, but 
it was not a passenger carrier like the 
trains put in operation on the Philadelphia 
& Trenton line in the fall of 1831. 

I am getting old to be positive about 
some of the dates, but I believe they are 
right. It is rather hard to go back 70 years. 
especially when there is so much to remem- 
ber as there has been in my lifetime. I 
think I have the best recollections of the 
curiosity with which the people received 
our train when it began running. I did 
not go out the first trip, ane of the of- 
ficilals taking the throttle. I was not a bit 
sorry, for I was not mcre than a boy and 
was not particularly arxious to make that 
first run. I had been around stationary en- 
ginés a good deal, but these did not make 
the racket a locomotive makes. I always 
think the Rhinoceros was the noisest en- 
gine ever made, anyway, for her size. She 
could puff louder and snort and sneeze 
with steam louder than some of the big en- 
gines we have today. 

It was a good while before people along 
the route learned that the Rhinoceros and 
her train were dangerous in a collision. We 
hit several wagons before people learned 
to give us the crossings. One of these 
smash-ups almost caused me to be dis- 
charged, though it was not my fault. A man 
drove up to the track and halted his horse 
there to let me pass, The horse jumped in 
front of the engine as we ran on the cross- 
ing and we had quite a wreck, the first 
serious one to occur on the road. I next 
got myself in trouble because of a break in 
the coupling. You often hear in this day of 
a train breaking in two. Well, the Phila- 
delphia & Trenton passenger train broke in 
two. The break occurred between the en- 
gine and the tender, and when they came 
together the tender got worsted badly, for 
the Rhinoceros was as tough as any rhi- 
noceros that ever lived. 

When Stephenson made the first trip with 
his train on the Darlington & Stockton 
road he sent a mounted herald out in ad- 
vance of the engine to clear the track. We 
had no need to go quite so far to give warn- 
ing of danger on the old Philadelphia & 
Trenton road, but we still found it neces- 
sary to use the horn a great deal and some- 
times to stop until the track was clear. 
Cattle and horses would sometimes stand 
on the track too frightened to run, and as 
long as I was running the Rhinoceros they 
did not learn that when the train once came 
in ht there was little time to be lost in 
getting off the track. It is almost impos- 
sible to believe that people did not know 
enough to get o®© the track and that cows 
and horses did not fiy when the train ap- 
proached, but they did not, at least not for 
awhile. You must know the locomotive was 
new, and of all vehicles that had ap- 
peared it was the first which would not turn 
aside, but went straight ahead, knocking 
down anything that happened to be in the 
way. , 

In 1892 I was offered a place at the, Chi- 
cago fair. They wanted me to run the old 
Rhinoceros on a Httle track in the Trans- 
portation building. They said the engine 
was still in good shape. I think it belonged 
to the Pennsylvania Ratilroad Co. One of 
the locomotives brought over at the same 
time was also to be exhibited by the Bal- 
timore & Ohio. I was then In my Sth 
year, and was busy with the’ work here on 
my place. I wanted to go, but I did not. I 
have since regretted it very much, and 
have made up my mind that if I have an- 
other such offer to go to the St. Louls 
Fair I will go. even if I am 90 years old. 

I go over to Stanberry once in a while 
and see the trains. I sometimes think I 
will ask the engineer to let me ride a while 
in the cab. But I never do. I always 
think the engineers runmng tocomotives 
now are so much more than I was they 
would laugh at me. You see, I was not 
an engineer at all There was no such 
term 7 years ago. [f was simply a smith 
and a machinist, and 1 was sent to drive 
the Rhinoceros, not to be the engineer. I 
was always called the driver. 

The old Rhinoceros and me have seen 
our day. We are a long way behind the 
procession now. I am an old man without 
any knowledge of all the improvements 
made upon locomotives since I was an 
engineer, and would not be able to run one 
if given an opportunity 16e climb into the 
cab. The Rhinoceros is just as much out 
of date. She was a giant in her day, but 
beside the bie engines running through 
Gentry County today she is an ugly little 
machine without any value except as 4 
relic. She could not pull a modern pas- 
senger train at all, for a single car in this 
time ss heavier than all the cars we used 
to haul between Philadeiphia, even when 
we had what we called a big train. 

The Rhinoceros had none of the things 
which make a modern lecomotive look 
beautiful and full of power. It was just a 
small boiler on two driving wheels and {wo 
truck 


finest locomotive on any raliroau 
ago. 

journeyed great distances to see 
the Philadelphia and Trenton passenger 
trains, and they were curiosities all the 
time I was on the road. People would 
come to me at the staifons and ask me 
a great many questions about the engipe. 
They wanted to know how she acted, how 
much wood she burned, how much water 
I used, how fast we could run, and if I 
was not afraid the boiler would blow up. 
I always told them I was not arraid, and 
I was not until I had such a narrow es- 
cape from’ being killed by a loose rail. I 
tnade up my mind then that the danger was 
too great for 340 a month, a

CANNOT remember that I ever knew 
| William Best or his brother Henry. 

It is likely I did know them and have 
forgotten them, for I was acquainted with 
almost every Englishman connected with 
locomotive making and running in the first 
few years of steam railroading. 

My recollection is that I came to the 
United States in 1829. I had already been 
engineer on the Liverpool & Manchester 
Railroad in England, and helped George 
Stephenson make his first locomotive trip 
In 183. Some two or three years later he 
contracted to furnish some locomotives to 
people in America. The first of these were 
ready for shipment in 1829. Stephenson sent 
me over with one of them, telling me he 
wanted me to go to Baltimore with it, set 
it up on a track they would bulld for me, 
and to show them what the engine could do. 
He gave me.a year's time to make the 
trip. 

I eame over on the ship Herold, and 
named my engine after the ship. Two or 
three Stephenson engines came over within 
the next vear, but my impression is that 
the Herold brought only one. ,I cannot 
recall either of the Bests, but I- would not 
discredit the William Best story. It has all 
been <0 long ago I can only remember a 
few things of all that happened. I only 
know that I came over with the first lo- 
comotive sent to America and that I set 
it up at Baltimore and ran it. I remained 
there until my year was up. The engine 
was doing good work,’°and Stephenson re- 
called me. But I had determined to stay in 
the United States. I worked west, and for 
6 years | was a steamboat captain and 
engineer on the Mississippi and Ohio rivers 
The @ years of steamboating, with the 
eivil war and all, has been too much to 
remember, and it confuses me to try to 
separate one thing from another. Best 
might have been the first man to hire with 
an American railroad as engineer. I ran 
an engine here before he did, but I was 
a factory engineer sent from England.

DWARD ENTWISTLE, who was the 

S engineer upon George Stephenson's 

famous ‘‘Rocket"’ locomotive on the 

Liverpool and Manchester railroad in 1821, 

is living tn Des Moines in his eighty-sev- 
enth year. 

Mr. Entwistle is in good health and well 
preserved for 86 years, and he delights to 
tell the story of Stephenson's famous 

Recently he quietly celebrated 
at his home the seventieth anniversary of 
his first trip on the Liverpool and Man- 
chester railroad as a locomotive engineer. 
He tells his story for the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, and offers manuscripts in proof.

WAS sixteen years of age when Steph- 
| enson completed his plans and secured 

a charter to build a railroad between 
Liverpool and Manchester. I was recom- 
mended to him by the Duke of Manches- 
ter, through his steward, and came to know 
him quite well. 

The Rocket made its first trip in Sep- 
tember of 1831. Mr. Stephenson had been 
successful in making his first engine run 
in 183. Soon afterward ne applied to the 
government for a charter to construct a 
road between Liverpool and Manchester; a 
distance of not quite thirty-one miles. <A 
committee was appointed by Parliament 
to investigate the project. Stephenson was 
sent for and many questions were asked 
of him. ; 

The inventor had one strong friend, the 
Duke of Newcastle, and when he heard 
that Stephensofi was to appear before the 
committee he sought Stephenson and bade 
him be careful in his answer lest.the com- 
mitee refuse to recommend the charter. 

George heeded well the instructions of 
the duke. The committee asked him all! 
sorts of questions, but the answers were 
always cautious and hard-headed. In par- 
tleular they tried to find out what the ca- 
pacity of the trains was to be th the way 
of speed and in the hauling of freight. 

“it will travel fast enough and pull 
freight enough,”’ answered Stephenson, “‘to 
pay inteTest on the money invested.” 

And that was all they got out of him: 
but the charter was granted. Work was 
begun on the road at once. Over ten miles 
of the distance was a regular bog, and the 
gravel and dirt had to be hauled in, so 
that it was four years before the rails were 
laid. 

The Liverpool and Manchester road was 
bullt double track, and it was the first road 
to be bullt with flat, smooth rails to act 
in conjunction with flanges on the wheels. 
Up in the north of Engiand a little short 
road had been built a year. or two before 
Stephenson completed his line, but it was 
used only for hauling coa: cars, and there 
were s on the track and the wheels 
fitted into these. 

Well, there were engines run on the road 
before the Rocket, but they were of an 
entirely different type. 

The Rocket was bulit to enter a com- 
petition for a prize of five hundred pounds 
offered by the government for a high speed 
engine for passenger service. The rules of 
the contest were these: 

“The engine must effectually consume its 
own smoke. 
on if of six tons weight, must 
a 


ceed fifty pounds to the square inch. 

“The boiler must have two safety valves, 
neither of which must be fastened down, 
and one of them completely out of the con- 
trol of the engine man. 

“The engine and boiler must be supported 
cn springs, and: rest on six wheels, the 
height of the whole not to exceed fifteen 
feet to the top of the chimney. 

“The engine, with water, must not weigh 
more than six tons, but’an engine of less 
weight would be preferred on its drawing 
& proportionate load behind ‘it; if of only 
four and one-half tons, then it might be on 
four wheels. 

“A mercurial gauge must be affixed to 
the machine, showing the steam pressure 
above 45 pounds to the square inch. 

“The engine must be delivered, complete 
and ready for trial, at the Liverpool end 
of the railway, not later than the first of 
October, 1829. 

“The price of the engine must not ex- 
ceed 560 pounds.”’ 

When the track was completed and Steph- 
enson was ready to enter the competition 
he was without an engineer. He applied 
to the Duke of Bridgewater, and was sent 
by the latter to his machine shops. Here 
Stephenson repeated his request to the fc re- 
man of the shops. The latter replied: 

“I haven't a man to send, but that lad 
there will serve your purpuse if you care 
to take him and can get an order from the 
duke’s steward." 

Stephenson was badly in need of an en- 
ginee-; the order from the steward was 
not jong in coming, and I became the en- 
gineer in charge of the Rocket, though I 
was but 16 years old aad a machinists’ 
apprentice. 

Stephenson took me out the following 
Sunday to let me try my hand at the throt- 
tle. We ran the engine down to the big 
bog, a distance of fifteen miles, and re- 
turned. Stephenson was more than pleased. 
The next day was the day for the compe- 
tition and it was an historic occasion. I 
well remember the day. 

I don't remember much about the weath- 
er. All days in England are pretty much 
the same, and along the seacoast there is 
always more or less of a fog. The thirty- 
one miles was what might be called level 
country. Where the bog had been filled in 
it was, of course, level. It was asalightly 
down hill between Manchester and Liver- 
pool. The country was not rough. 

I den't remember the._time made on that 
trip, but it Widn't mean much, as the trip 
was marred by a fatal accident. We were 
about half way out when a stop was«made. 
The Duke of Wellington was talking, with 
Lord Erkinaon, and they were standing on 


the second track. Suddenly a construction | 
\advanced that obscure and 


engine came around the corner and, bore 
down on them. Wellington jumped and es- 
caped safely, byt “ord Erkinson was struck 
down, and the wheels passed over his legs 
above the knees. He was taken to Liver- 
pool, where he lived about ten hours. 
Strange as it may seem, this accident 
did not prejudice the people against the 
ralirvad. They underetooc inhat it was an 
accident, and did not biame the road.

was fourteen miles an hour, but I developed 
much better speed in the Rocket after- 
wards. I ran.the engine for two years and 
a half, making two to four round trips a 
day over the road. 

The Rocket was a curious and clumsy 
looking piece of complicated mechanism. 
The boiler was cylindrical, with flat ends, 
six feet in length and three feet four inch- 
es in diameter. The upper half was used as 
a reservoir for steam, the lower half being 
filled with water, through which extended 
twenty-five copper tubes, three inches in 
diameter. These were open to the fire box 
at one end and to the chimney at the other, 
The fire box attached behind the boiler was 
two feet wide and three feet 
was also surrounded by water. 
ders of the engine were 
diameter, with a 16% inch 
plaeed in an oblique position, 
side of the engine. One was 
with the top of the boiler, and 
end pointed towards the center of 
drive wheels in front, with which 
connection was made from the 
to a pin on the outside of the wheels, 
which were four feet elgnt and one-half 
inches in diameter.

{SSOURI received 81 premium awards 
on 8 exhibits at the Pan-American 
Exposition last month. This vic- 

tory startled the exhibitors of the East, and 
awakened the dairymen of western New 
York and New Hampshire to a realization 
that the glory that has been undisputably 
theirs heretofore is slipping from them. 

Butter, that Indispensable article which 
has for years been New England's pride, 
has been the means of attracting more at- 
tention to Missouri farmers than any other 
exhibit. 

Although the western product 
awarded the silver medal, it seored so close 
to that of the East that dairymen look to 
this state as the prospective leader in dairy 
products. 

The highest score of the state was 97% 
points out of a possible 100. New York and 
New Hampshire were tied at 984 points 
above Missouri. 

In passing upon butter every point is well 

considered. Color, body, salt and flavor all 
score. That the product of this state was 
#0 near perfection is glory for the Missourl 
farmer. 
' Asa milk and cheese producing state M's- 
sour! is close to its butter record. These, 
while not passed upon at the Pan-American 
Exposition, are so closely identified with 
the butter industry that their interests are 
practically one. 

Missouri's best cows, the only ones that 
figure in the official diary figures, are Jer- 
#eys, Holsteins’and shorthorns, in the order 
named. 

The latter breed exceeds in numbers. In 
1900 6,086,557 pounds of butter and 2,367,747 
gallons of milk were shipped from the 
farms in this state: It f* estimated that 
over one-half of each shipment was the 
product of shorthorns. 

In the making of cheese this breed also 
excels. The Holsteins come next and the 
Jerseys last.

For the richest milk, and consequently 
the best dairy butter, the Jerseys are held 
most valuabie. With a Jersey it is quality 
above quantity. The Holsteins are next in 
the quality scale, and the shorthorns last. 

In judging butter an arbitrary distinc- 
tion has been established. The sharpest 
line is drawn between the dairy and the 
creamery product. 

This, it fs explained, has become neces- 
sary because of the increasing butter‘fac- 
tory industry. In large faring districts 
the butter factory flourishes. Farmers for 
miles aroung bring their cream here. It is 
dumped into one churn and the product is 
creamery butter. Dairy butter is made on 
the farm from one breed of cows. 

Probably in no state of the Union is dali- 
ry butter exceeded in production, with the 
exception of Missouri.

One of the conclusions drawn is thatclev- 
cr people have face muscles better devel- 
oped than ordinary folks. They wse their 
faces more, and with a superior degree of 
intelligence, so that the individual muscles 
are better developed and more highly spe- 
Clalized in their employment. Their face 
muscles are notably more elastic than those 
of stupid persons. 

The training of the face may be actom- 
plished’ to a great extent by study. This is 
an important part of the business of the 
actor, who is called upon to express eo vari- 
ety of emotions by the use of his face 
muscles. It is the same Way with the ora- 
tor, who himself is a Species of actor 

“The human face,”’ says Dr. Duchenne 
“Is an elaborate network of muscles. To 
the very. complication of. its muscular ar- 
rangement is due the fact that the face is 
able to express such a variety of emotions, 
and with so many fine shades of meaning. 
The person with what we call an ‘ex- 
pressive countenance’ is he who has best 
control over these muscles. A clever person 
usually has a constant play of expression— 
in other words, he is continually exercising 
the face muscles—and thus they acquire a 
superior development, and_are differentiated 
in function for the purpose of conveying 
meaning."’

by the widow of Darius Campbell, the first 
mate of the Angola, for the payment of his 
insurance has now first brought to light 


the entire narrative. 


The Angola sailed from Nova Scotia for 
Cavite, in the Philippine Islands, under 
Capt. Crocker, Darius Campbell being first 
mate. Last October she left Cavite for 
Singapore. Five days later she struck on a 
reef. Five sailors took possession of a smal! 
raft and were never again heard of. The 
captain and mate and eight other sallors 
took a larger raft. 

After ten days’ drifting one of the sailors, 
a Frenchman, maddened by his torturing 


' experiences, murdered the mate. The second 


mate wrenched away the Frenchman's ax 
and killed him with it. 
Some of the other men died; others, ac- 


' cording to the survivors, jumped overboard. 


Jonsson and Marticoreno, who admit that 
they ate some of the Frenchman's flesh, 
landed first at an island north of Borneo, 
where they were later picked up by a Chi- 
nese junk and taken to Singapore. 

Details of the fatal voyage are given in 
the affidavit made by the two men, a copy 
af which has just arrived in New York. it 
was drown up by Hugh Fort, notary pub- 
lic, of Singapore, and runs in part as fol- 
lows: 

“On or about the twelfth day of October 
Hjalmar Jonsson and Miquel Marticoreno 
and the officers and crew of the Angola 
set sail on her from Cavite, in the island 
of Luzon, bound on a vpyage to Singapore 
fin ballast. 

“From the time when the ship left Cavite, 
in consequence of the ship leaking, the 
pumps were kept going for one hour during 
every watch. As soon as the ship left Cav- 
ite her course was set about, southwest, the 
wind biowing from the northeast, and the 
Ship carrying mainsail, foresail, topsaiis, 
gallant sails, spanker, royals and skysail. 

“On the thirteenth and fourteenth days of 
October the wind bled harder and more 
from the east, the ship continuing on the 
Same course, the royals and skysalil being 
taken in, but otherwise the same sails set. 

“On the 15th the wind increased, and 
the gallant sails were taken in. 


“On the i6th the wind veered to the 


, Southeast and blew very hard. the ship con- 
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tinulng on a southwesterly course. 

“On the I7th a typhoon blew from the 
southwest, and the upper topsails, main- 
@alls and the spanker were taken in and 
the ship hove to; about 4 p. m. the ship

‘The starboard side of the vessel con- 
tinued to hold together, and the officers 
and crew, other than those lost in put- 
ting out the boat, continued in the ship un- 
til the 2ist and made one raft. 

“On the 2ist five of the crew left in the 
morning on the raft which had been made. 
In the afternoon these appearers, with the 
captain and mate and remaining eight of 
the crew, left the ship on a broken piece 
of the side of the ship which was used as 
a raft, the wind being northeasterly and the 
weather fine. 


SHIPWRECKED AND CAST AWAY AMONG SAVAGES. 
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“The ship was still on the reef and break- 
ing up rapidly and did not appear likely to 
hold together for many days, and was 
abandoned, and these appearers fear that 
the said ship must have been entirely de- 
stroyed and lost. 

“The raft which carried five of the crew 
was never seen after the 2ist. 

“These appearers continued on the other 
raft, which drifted with the wind and tide 
for 38 days, during which time all the per- 
sons on board the raft except these appear- 
ers perished and all articles on board were 
lost. 

“On the th the raft drifted on to an 
island inhabited by people speaking Malay 
and called by them Selors, ‘Soebi.’ The 
exact locality is unknown to these appear- 
ers, but is believed to be north of Borneo. 

“On or about the 2Zist of January a Chi- 
nese junk put in at the island and stayed 
there until about the 2th of March, when 
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arrived at Singapore on the third day of 
April.’’ 

Additional testimony in this remarkable 
case is supplied by Attorney C. J. Snilligan 
of St. John, N. B., who in a letter quotes 
a part of an interview with Hjalmar Jons- 
son that appeared in the Singapore Free 
Press: 

“By the twenty-fifth day things were ab- 
solutely desperate. 

‘“‘We had been eating our boots, barnacles 
from the side of the raft, chewing seaweed 
which came floating by, and the salt savor 
of everything had made us well nigh mad. 

‘Two, indeed, became crazy and jumped 
into the sea. 

“Suddenly a French sailor jumped up 
and seized and ax and cleft open the skull 
of the first mate, killing him instantly. 

‘He then tried to eat his body, but we 
got it away from him and threw it over- 
board. He seized the ax a second time and

Miss Compton has been engaged for seven 
years in the development of backward chu- 
dren. She is a graduate of the Seguin Phy- 
siological School for Children of Arrested 
Development, at Orange, N. J. 

Her pupils are children capable of mental 
and physical development if properly 
taught. They can learn to talk, to read and 
write, to play and sing and sew and draw 
—but they grasp these things slowly, un- 
naturally, yet tenaciously. 

Patience is everything at Miss Comp- 
ton’s school. Every branch of the work is 
founded upon it. Kindness is an important 
factor, and originality is necessary to suc- 
céss; but patience is the watchword, the 
thing ‘to be remembered and practiced ev- 
ery day. If the little boy who was taught 
Monday that oceans are bodies of water 
comes to the class room Tuesday and says 
oceans are bodies of land, there must be 
no impatience with him, but a kindly toler- 
ation of his forgetfulness and the employ- 
ment of something original that will en- 
able his mind to seize upon the fact that 
oceans are water. Through some device 
there is an avenue leading into his dormant 
\Intelligence. And when the teacher dis-

Two of 000 children are deficient 
in mind.

Miss Comp- 
ton was one of the teachers. She was giv- 
ing two of the girls a reading lesson. They 
were girls of 11 and 12 years, and, like al- 
most every child of arrested intelligence, 
articulated poorly and talked with diffi- 
culty. Miss Compton sat with them at a 
table. She had a text’ book. On the table 
was a box of letter blocks. As the chil- 
dren read, slowly at first and more fluently 
as Miss Compton coached them, they found 
words with which they were unfamiliar. 
These words were laid out before them 
with the letter blocks. Here they made 


became people of good health. I:am not 


only a person of good health, but I am- 


health itself. And I live on faith alone. I 
never worry. I never think of unpleasant 
things. The disagreeable I will not retain 
in my mind. I simply say, “I have forgot- 
ten it,”’ and I.repeat it until I have forgot- 
ten it. 

I invested what money I had in Kansas 
City real estate during the boom. I lost it. 
I came to St. Louls. I had $2 when I got 
here, and wante1 to open a school in divine 
science. I engaged a suite of rooms that 
rented for $30 a month, and I relied upon 
faith for the rent. People told me I would 
Starve getting started, for it was hard for 
newcomers to establish themselves in any- 
thing. A day or so after I‘got here I went 
to a .meeting of scientific people. I was 
known, and was asked to talk. I did so, 
and before I left the hall I had arranged to 
open my work with a class within the next 
few days. Quite a number of people at- 
tended the first class, and they paid me 
there on the spot for my work, enabling me 
to pay my rent and send for Mrs. Sullivan. 
I had faith that this very thing would hap- 
pen, and it did. Have faith and it always 
happens. 

My wife and I desired to secure more 
commodous and more pretentious quarters. 
The Dr. Engelmann house, at Locust and 
Garrison avenues, was for rent. The rent 
was beyond our resources, but I told my 
wife we would take it. I had faith, and we 
took it. We have lived in ‘it ever since, and 
kept up a big household, and there has nev- 
er teen a mcement when I have had concern, 
The things necessary are here if we will 
but utilize them. The means for maintain- 
ing this household needed only to be util- 
ized. 

If | had come in-here without faith I 
would have been fearful, and I would have

deavor. I claimed for myself that I was 
ahle to hold this house, and I hold it. 

A man is the expression of his own ac- 
knowledgement.

The science of being happy, being well, 
and having plenty is the simplest science in 
the world, and the most wholesome.

The result 
is that this child reads andiplays by note 
and plays joyously. It has taken time, ten 
times as much as the ordinary girl would 
require. It has required patience and kind- 
ness. But Miss Compton had them to give. 
They are the staples of her school-time, 
patience and kindness. 

From music the children were taken to 
gymnastics. Children of retarded men- 
tality are almost always physically detfi- 
clent. Miss Compton pays first attention 
to their physical needs. She has a room 
in her school equipped with a ladder for 
climbing, an exercise for developing the 
arms and shoulders, dumbbells and a back 
strengthening table and a chair in which 
the legs of the children are strapped and 
strengthened by kicking. Then there is a 
straight line painted on the floor. Every 
day the children practice walking upon 
this line, W@th the toes turned out. Few

backward children walk straight or grace- 
fully unless taught. 

From gymnastics the children went to 
sewing. In this as in everything it was pa- 
tience without end. The children who are 
mentally backward are not easily inter- 
ested in anything, and many devices are 
necessary to interest them in school work. 
Caresses, playful challenges, laughing ap- 
peals to their pride and. pretty flattery— 
all these are employed. 

Miss Compton has a set of object cards, 
bearing nouns, print and script and pictures 
of the object named. A child picks up 
a card and gees on it the picture of a 
horse and the word “horse” written and 
printed. Then there is a remark abcut 
horses the children have known. In such 
wise does the teacher seek not only to 
teach the children what a horse is, but als9 
to make them familiar with the written 
and printed neme. 

Consider the time consumed in this sin- 
gle lesson—something children of normal 
mentality almost pick up themselves—and 
you gain some idea of the patience nece3- 
sary in this work and the world of patience 
represented by the feats of a girl of this 
sort who reads, writes, sews, plays and 
sings! 

Miss Compton teaches her children geog- 
raphy with a big map and a pointer. The 
physical contour of the earth, and the dif- 
ferentation of one country or state from 
another, is a_big subject for the backward 
child to grasp. Miss Compton points out 
the subject scenes and then kas the pupil 
do the pointing. Many weeks of this work 
are often necessary to fix in the pupil's 
mind the location of Missouri, of the At- 
lantic Ocean and the Gulf of Mexico. But 
it can be done. Reiteration and patience 
will da it.

Prof. H. G, Seeley, 
College, London, 


Geologist of King’s 
Scientifically Recon- 


structs Monster Birds Which He Says 


Existed Thousands 
Age of Man. 


G. SEBLEY, professor of geology in 
King’s College, London, has made a 
scientific restoration of the prehis- 

toric birds. It is a remarkable array of 
enormous and hideous creatures upon the 
one hand, and upon the other bird-like cre- 
ations of such diminutiveness that did they 
live in this day they would flee before 
sparrows. 

Science, which once took away the drag- 


ons and fairies, has now restored them 


both. 
All the prehistoric birds are scientifically 


known as pterodactyls, the name coming 
from the Greek “‘pteron,” a wing, and “‘dac- 
tylos,” a finger. The wings of all prehis- 
toric birds were like a hand closed except 
in the little finger and from this a great 
wing growth extending much as a sail 
stretches from a mast. 

The pterodactyls swarmed over the earth 
many thousands of years before the coming 
of man. In his “Dragons of the Air, an 
Account of Extinct Flying Reptiles,”’ pub- 
lished by the Appletons, in which he pic- 
tures these creatures as they were in life, 
Prof. Seeley estimates that the pterodacty!ls 
must have lived not less than 600,000 years 
azo. 

If any stragglers of the pterodactyl crea- 
tion survived the destruction of their kind 
and lingered until man appeared, it would 
doubtless be because of this that every 
people, however primitive and remote, have 
had their traditions of dragons and fairies. 
But science laughs at such theories, for the 
pterodactyl was one of the very first forms 
of animate life and lived so long ago that 
it is difficult for the scientist to even ap- 
proximate the period of time that has 
elapsed. The fossils found are for the most 
part incomplete becavse of subsequent 
movements of the earth's crust. But they 
are so numerous that out of the whole 
has come enough to enable the scientist to 
recognize the separate forms and to de- 
termine the size of each. From their bones 
some information, too, ray be had of their 
habits. It is well for man that he had 
no place among them, for he would have 
had need for greater strength and terrible 
weapons to have held his own.

body greater than that of an elephant. Did 
such @ creature fly over St, Louls today he 
would terrorize the community, for he 
would be fierce and forbidding to behold. 
He could not be mistaken for the dirigible 
balloon of M. Santos-Dumont, for his great 
body would swing between wings as far- 
spreading as a cup defender's sails. In his 
wake would trail a long tail, equipped at 
the end with a rudder. He would have long 
jaws like a crocodile, with great gleaming 
teeth. 

This great bird, did he live today, could 
hover over the city and see pretty nearly 
everything in it, for no creature of this 
day has such great eyes. He could de- 
scend to earth and walk, or he could drop 
into the Mississippi and use his wings as 
great oars to row his floating body. Such 


is the theory of Prof. Seeley, who says: 

“That they lived exclusively upon land 
and in air is improbable, considering the 
circumstances under which their remains 
are found. It is HMkely they haunted the 
sea shores, and, while sometimes rowing 
themselves over the water with their pow- 
erful wings, used the wing membranes, as 
the bat does, to inclose their prey and carry 
it to the mouth.”’ 

Sir Richard Owen, 
naturalist, said: 

“The flying reptile, with outstretched pin- 
ions, must have appeared like the soaring 
roc of Arablan romance, but with the 
features of leathern wings, with crooked 
claws superinduced, and gaping mouth with 
threatening teeth."’ 

The first pterodactyl was found at Solen- 
hofen, Germany, in 1874. Since then many 
hundreds of specimens have been found. 
The best specimens have been found in the 
British Isles, in the western part of the 
United States and in Brazil. The rich fos- 
sil beds of Wyoming have contributed more 
to what is known of the prehistoric birds 
than any other deposits in the world. 

The pterodactyl flourished about the 
middle of the great mesozoic or 
secondary geological period, and in Europe 
their bones are found chiefly in the Lias 
formation—in the Kimmeridge clay of En- 
gland and the Solenhofen beds of Germany. 

The pterodactyl was the lord of the earth 
in his day. He came just after the great 
dinosaurs had lived, and no creature could 
stand against him. He preyed upon the 
animal life of the land and water. The 
birds were of many different sizes and 
shapes, but none were good to see. Even 
the very smallest species, no larger than 
the tiniest song birds of this day, were

Its tail was of 
such strength that it could stand on it like 
a kangaroo. That its locomotion was slow 
is shown by the size of the leg bones. The 
weight of the spines and plates and other 
armor must have been enormous, the bulk 
of the anima! being estimated at many 
tons.
